• In December 201 1 , NM State's licensing department (CYFD) 
rejected our school's discipline policy & requests for exemption. 
The department gave no reason. However, our policy allows for 
safe , age-appropriate consequences (e.g. brief time-outs for 
repeated misbehavior). New regulations forbid consequences 
that are not perceived by children or by the State as "positive"). 

• In 2006, the CYFD wrote preschool regulation to restrict teaching 
methods other than play. This "child-directed" practice allows 
children to decide whether to participate during short teacher- 
led activities, including Bible stories. It conflicts with some 
faith-based preschool's beliefs regarding a God-honoring 
curriculum. It was only after MUCH work with former Senator 
(Dlanna Duran) and others that this regulation was revised. 

• In 2006 and 2010, the State began to tell private preschool age 
programs, including those church ministries that do not take any 
state dollars, how to label and arrange their equipment and 
materials, even if these regulations conflicted with the safe 
educational policies chosen by these programs or families. 

Please help protect safe curriculum choices in 
private preschools, because NM is losing them!

This ONE PERSON can also 
add regulations without a requirement to notify the families affected by their costs or scope of 
authority over their child. As kind or wise as ONE PERSON may be, is it right to give them such 
executive, legislative and judiciary power over the families in private preschools or child care 
programs? Should ONE PERSON decide how or what materials must be used, how all staff must 
be educated and even what "look" is allowed on their face? Should ONE PERSON require an 
"open door" policy to a classroom with no restriction, even if families believe this poses a risk 
to their children? Should ONE PERSON be able to prohibit using "time-out" on the playground, 
even when a child bullies other children or is defiant to the teacher? Should ONE PERSON be 
able to contradict even the safe, educational or religious beliefs of private programs, churches 
or families by mandating what teaching practices are "appropriate" for them? The good news 
is that our new Governor has stated support of private schools and of reducing over-regulation. 
So, if we believe that our laws need to protect each citizen's constitutional right to due process 
in private schools...

Cornerstone CD.C (Alamogordo) submits the following examples of new State childcare 
regulations, effective 6/30/10 and determined solely by the CYFD Cabinet Secretary 8.16.2.3, 
that exceed minimal health and safety standards and therefore promote one. State endorsed 
educational philosophy. Current State regulations can be found at: www.newmexicokids.org 

1) State regulations #8.16.2.24 A. (3) and (4) b and id) . ALL "guidance" must be positive, mav not 
"withdraw outdoor activity", or utilize anv type of public or privat e "humiliation". State regulation 
#8.16.2.7 Y. states that all "guidance" must be "appropriate". The word "discipline" was also struck 
from licensing. (Also see the regulation #8.16-2.24 a (2) (2010) at the end of this page). The Merriam-Webster 
Dictionary refers to the words, "chasten", "humiliate", "correct" and "discipline" as synonyms. Though not all of 
these terms are "positive", many families or churches believe that the practice of discipline is actually beneficial by 
leading to positive outcomes. One example found in the Biblical text of Hebrews 12:11 says, "All discipline for the 
moment seems not to be joyful, but sorrowful, yet to those who have been trained by it, afterwards it yields the 
peaceful fruit of righteousness". A crucial question is raised by these types of regulation. Should NM State law 
allow officials to enforce the removal of even safe, "non positive" forms of discipline, such as short "time outs" 
from recess, non-positive words (such as the word, "no"), and even certain "looks" on a teacher's face, or does this 
violate the constitutional rights of each family to choose what is appropriate for their own child within private 
programs and schools that they pay for? 

2) State regulation #8.16.2.12 A (9) and #8.16.2.13 A. (5) Civil Monetary Penalties. Newly described 
fines for repeated violations paired with regulatory changes now allow the State to fine programs for violating 
regulations that are not related to health or safety, even if this conflicts with a programs' stated, educational or 
religious beliefs. 

3) See State regulation #8.16.2.23. B. (2). b 45-hours worth of training is required for all new 
employees working directly with children, regardless of hours worked per week, within 6 months of 
hire . Federal labor law requires that employers reimburse required training hours as paid time. So this 
regulation, initiated in 2005, significantly affected the costs for families using private child care and education 
programs. It is particularly burdensome for programs experiencing staff turnover (e.g. programs near universities 
and military bases). Although, our State does not pay for these increases and is now also experiencing a budget 
crisis, no family may decide if they can afford such rising costs if the cost is forced upon them through regulation. 

41 State regulations #8.16.2.24.C.D.E These regulation set further precedent of requiring how equipment and 
materials must be organized, included, or used in private and/or religious programs. 

5) State regulation #8.16.2.7 Definition: "Star Level means a license indicating the level of quality of 
an earlv childhood program. ..a greater number of stars indicates a higher level of quality." This new 
regulation endorses the State's educational philosophies over those of private schools or families that disagree. 
The State funded advertising campaign called "Reach for the STARS" may use these definitions to libel those with 
conflicting views, by labeling them as "lower quality". 

Proposed (basic) regulations, that exceeded health and safety standards: 

1) ***proposed State regulation #8.16.2.21 B. (2006) limited all teaching methods, other than "play". 

2) ***Proposed State regulation #8.16.2.24 A (2) (2010) would penalize a program if a teacher was perceived as 
giving a "threatening look" to a child. 

3) ***Proposed State regulation #8.16.2.22 D.l.(g) (2010) required an "unrestricted" open door policy allowing the 
public unlimited access to students, classrooms and staff. 

4) ***Proposed State regulation #8.16.2.24.C.D.E (2010 & 2006) See #4 above.

Redistricting judge picks Susana's plan over the Dems'

Republicans and Gov. Susana Martinez picked up a big win Tuesday evening as a judge in 
charge of redistricting New Mexico's political boundaries sided with the governor's 
attorneys in choosing a map for the state's House of Representatives for the next 10 years. 

Judge Jim Hall picked a plan drawn up by the governor's legal staff over maps devised by 
five other plaintiffs, including one headed by the Democratically-controlled state 
legislature that Martinez vetoed after a special session of the legislature was convened back 
in September. 

The governor's plan "best complies with legal standards for court-ordered redistricting," 
Judge Hall declared, adding, "It properly places the highest priority on population equality 
and compliance with the Voting Rights Act as required by law." 

Hall rejected the Democrat legislative maps, saying the plan backed by Speaker of the 
House Ben Lujan (D-Nambe) ignored parts of fast-growing Albuquerque "which would 
dilute the votes" of those living on the city's west side and that the legislative plan 
protecting the north-central districts in the state would result in a "significant regional 
imbalance" that was "not justified."

Two other Democratic lawmakers — Reps. Antonio "Moe" Maestas of Albuquerque and 
Brian Egolf of Santa Fe - put forth their own plans but Hall rejected them, saying the Egolf 
plan "pairs the only Republican incumbent in north central New Mexico with a Democratic 
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incumbent and splits Los Alamos from White Rock" while the Maestas plan 
contained "highly partisan incumbent pairings." 

During the September special sessions, Republicans complained Democrats purposely gave 
them the short shrift and unfairly consolidated too many GOP districts. But the Democrat- 
controlled House and Senate approved the House redistricting plan and sent it to Gov. 
Martinez, who vetoed it - along with a Democrat-supported redistricting plan for the state 
Senate and the Public Regulation Commission. 

The veto sent the redistricting controversy to the courts. Judge Hall - a retired district judge 
who ran as a Democrat — was selected to ajudicate the disagreements. A couple weeks 
ago, Hall signed off on a redistricting plan for US Congressional races that basically left 
the three New Mexico congressional districts the same. 

Hall has two more decisions to hand down - drawing up lines for state Senate races for the 
next 10 years and approving a PRC redistricting map. 

Immediately after Hall's decision on the House races, Maestas sent out a news release 
bitterly complaining about the ruling and threatening to appeal: 

"We are disappointed that the court is siding with the Governor as she rigs districts to 
protect Republican incumbents and ignores several key factors including incredible growth 
in Las Cruces. 

"These maps were drawn behind closed doors by the National Republican Party and Gov. 
Susana Martinez, favor Republicans overwhelmingly, and were hidden from the public and 
the people's representatives in the Legislature — only to be snuck in through litigation 
after the public had been removed from the process. 

"The Governor's game plan is pretty clear: veto anything that comes out of the legislature 
so you can force an expensive court battle, then pull a fast one to rig the game in 
Republicans' favor for the next decade. 

"This Governor's office has proven to be the most partisan in state history. Injecting a 
partisan agenda into the most noble of governmental processes - redistricting - is a 
disservice to the many centuries-old communities in New Mexico." 

"We are absolutely weighing every legal alternative that will allow us to continue fighting 
for fair representation for New Mexicans all over the state." 

The governor's office released this statement: 

"The Governor is pleased with Judge Hall's ruling. She believes this is a fair plan that 
consolidates districts in areas that have experienced such tremendous population decline 
that they justified being collapsed and moved to areas that have seen significant population 
growth, such as Rio Rancho and Albuquerque's Westside. This plan does not favor one 
party over the other and instead ensures competitive districts that will allow New Mexicans 
to determine who represents them in the House." 

So what happens with the map approved by Hall? 
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First, Native Americans get what they were looking for, namely that maps drawn up by the 
Multi-Tribal and Navajo Nations plans keep the Native American interests concentrated in 
six legislative districts. 

"Native Americans in New Mexico continue to suffer the effects of historic 
discrimination," Hall wrote in his ruling. 

Second, under the governor's plan, the number of statewide districts with Hispanic voting- 
age populations over 50 percent increases from 27 to 30. 

Third, there are now 34 majority Republican districts and the number of swing districts 
increases from five to eight. 

Fourth, there will be three incumbent pairings as some districts consolidate: one pairing 
will see a Democrat facing a Democrat, another will see a Republican squaring off with a 
Republican and the third will see a Democrat battling a Republican.

Political Update 

Defenses 

Utah: Rep. Jim Matheson, who was considering a run for Governor, would have been a formidable 
challenger to Governor Herbert. However, with Matheson's recent announcement that he would run 

for the 4 th Congressional district seat, this race is unlikely to be competitive. With assistance from RGA 
in scheduling fundraising calls in December, Gov. Herbert will report $1 million on hand as of his Dec. 
31 report. 

Wisconsin: The effort led by union-backed United Wisconsin is close to obtaining the 540,000 
signatures necessary to initiate a recall election. Once the recall petition signatures are submitted, the 
Wisconsin Government Accountability Board will validate the signatures and set the final date for the 
recall election. Considering the time it will take to validate the petition and the likelihood of ensuing 
litigation, the recall election is currently projected to take place in June or July. The Democratic field is 
fluid. His likely Democratic opponent is former Dade County Executive, Kathleen Falk. Milwaukee 
Mayor Tom Barrett, who Governor Walker defeated in 2010, is also considering running. 

Indiana: Rep. Pence is off to a very strong start, and will report $6 M raised and $4.5 M on hand at the 
end of the year. Former Speaker John Gregg has likely avoided a primary contest and is the 
presumptive Democrat nominee. He is expected to report approximately $2 M on hand on Dec. 31. 
Pence leads Gregg by more than 25 points in the most recent public and internal polls. 

North Dakota: According to Gov. Dalrymple's internal polling from December, he enjoys an 81% job 
approval, and has $650,000 on hand. The most serious potential opponents have passed on this race, 
and he will face Ryan Taylor, a little-known state Senator. 

Puerto Rico: This summer, Governor Fortuno signed an election reform law that simplified ballots and 
implemented electronic voting systems. However, it is still uncertain whether or not the election 
reform bill would allow RGA participation since the election law is still being translated into English 
(apparently, this takes months). Fortuno's opponent is Sen. Alejandro Garcia Padilla. He is a young 
charismatic figure and a relative newcomer to politics. Padilla is a successful attorney and prior to his 
'08 run for the Senate, served as the Puerto Rico Secretary of Consumer Affairs. We expect to know by 
mid-January if RGA is able to engage in Puerto Rico. 

Pick Up Opportunities 

North Carolina: A Dec. 4 survey from Public Policy Polling shows McCrory leading Perdue 50-40. 
Perdue continues to struggle, with three members of her 2008 campaign team recently indicted for 
election law violations and obstruction of justice. However, Perdue is benefiting somewhat from an 
increasingly unpopular GOP-controlled state legislature, and as of July had $1.3 M in the bank. McCrory 
reported raising $1.5 M since July 1st, and has more than $2 M on hand as of Dec. 31. 

Washington: A Nov. 23rd Survey USA poll shows McKenna leading Inslee 44-38. McKenna has raised 
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$3.75 M to Inslee's $3 M, and enjoys a $2.4 M to $1.9 M cash on hand advantage as of the most recent 
Nov. 30 financial reporting deadline. From early December through the end of the legislative session 
(at the earliest, March 9), McKenna faces a black out period where he is prohibited from raising 
campaign funds. Rep. Inslee does not face similar restrictions. 

Montana: Attorney General Steve Bullock is the likely Democratic nominee. He is a strong candidate 
with no primary opponent, $330,000 on hand, and a growing campaign infrastructure. On the GOP 
side, former US Rep. Rick Hill remains the frontrunner, with $200,000 on hand, but is among a long list 
of 8 potential GOP candidates. State Senator Jeff Essmann and TEA party candidate Ken Miller are 
currently Hill's most credible primary opponents. While pure name ID continues to be a driving factor, 
year-end campaign finance reports will serve as an important metric. The primary will be held on June 

5 th . 

West Virginia: At this point, it appears Maloney has cleared the field and is unlikely to have primary 
opposition. He is committed to putting in a minimum of $1 M of his own money (put $2 M+ in 2011), 
with a goal of raising an additional $2 M. Tomblin recently called a special session to focus on 
energy/Marcellus Shale, and was successful in passing bipartisan legislation, bolstering his image. 

Missouri: A Dec. 11 PPP survey has Gov. Nixon's job approval at 51-30. We expect him to have $5 M+ 
in the bank at the end of the year. Since Lt. Gov. Kinder endorsed Dave Spence in November, Spence 
has raised $400,000 and has put $2 M of his own money into the race. He will have more than $2.3 M 
on hand, exceeding in 1 month what Kinder amassed in nearly 2 years. 

New Hampshire: The Democrats' likely nominee is former Senate Majority Leader Maggie Hassan, but 
she may face additional challengers in the primary. On the GOP side, Ovide Lamontagne and former 
Cornerstone Policy Research Executive Director Kevin Smith are running, and there is a possibility that 
Ted Gatsas, the Mayor of Manchester, and John Stephen will also seek the nomination. The September 
11 primary is one of the latest of 2012 cycle. 

Vermont: According to an August PPP survey, Governor Shumlin job approval is 45-36. Former 
Vermont State Auditor and two-term state Senator Randy Brock has announced his candidacy for 
Governor and has been endorsed by former Lt. Gov. and 2010 candidate Brian Dubie. Brock is currently 
the only GOP candidate in the race, but he is likely to have a credible primary opponent. 

Delaware: Brandywine businessman Jeff Cragg has thrown his hat into the ring against Gov. Markell. 
Cragg is the past co-chair of the New Castle County Republican Party and has previously considered 
other statewide runs. He has a background in the insurance field and currently owns several Mail 
Boxes, Etc. franchises in the Wilmington area. Cragg has the potential to put in $500K+ of his own 
money, which is significant in a state the size of Delaware. This remains a very challenging race for any 
Republican candidate. 

Policy Update 

Governors Barbour and Mead hosted an energy symposium in Jackson Hole, WY on Dec. 12 - 13 th 
which included 50 staff from 25 offices. There is consensus among staff to conduct an effort on energy 
similar to this year's effort on health care, devising pro-active (not simply reactive) solutions on energy 
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policy. 

RGPPC staff is working with Governor Mead and Governor Daniels to chart the energy path for 2012. A 
working group has been formed which will be led by staff from Montana, Indiana, Mississippi, 
Oklahoma, and Virginia. Additionally, we have formed close working relationships with top energy and 
environment staff from Capitol Hill and intend to formalize this relationship in January with a working 
group. 

The in-depth healthcare policy discussions during the summit in October helped build the framework 
of a practical healthcare policy strategy and a path forward for 2012. 

We have published our 2011 best practices report and will continue to update this throughout 2012 
and working with Governor Daniels and his team to create a strategic path forward for 2012.

Gov. Wants Incentives for Schools

Gov. Susana Martinez hopes to attach funding to her A-F school grading policy, awarding extra money to high- 
performing schools and giving struggling schools extra cash to hire instructional coaches. 

She also hopes to give bonuses to "highly effective" teachers and principals if they transfer to low-performing 
schools. 

Martinez announced the proposals Tuesday, saying they will be part of her budget proposal to the Legislature in 
the upcoming session. She said the proposals, which would cost a total of about $6.5 million, would be funded 
with new revenue. Most of that would go to low-performing schools. 

"The bottom line is we want to reward successful schools, provide increased incentives for schools to raise their 
performance levels, and provide targeted and effective help to schools and students who need it the most," 
Martinez said. 

Santa Fe Public Schools Superintendent Bobbie Gutierrez, who was at the announcement, said many low- 
performing schools in Santa Fe already have instructional coaches, and she would rather spend the money on 
teacher training. 

Instructional coaches are brought in to help teachers improve. Some have a particular focus, such as literacy or 
math. 

Paul Aguilar, deputy education secretary for finance, said his department is considering how best to help 
schools that already have instructional coaches. He said schools may use the money to add more coaches, or to 
free federal dollars already being spent on instructional coaches. 

Martinez said low-performing schools that receive the extra funding will have to show improvement within two 
years or risk losing the money. 

"This isn't simply throwing money at the program, an approach we have seen in New Mexico for far too long," 
Martinez said. "For our D and F schools who are receiving targeted funds, there will be accountability." 

Albuquerque Public Schools chief of staff Joseph Escobedo said he did not know the details of the governor's 
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proposal, but said APS favors a budget that would put any new revenues into the general education budget to 
restore funds cut in the past few years. 

The plan to lure effective teachers and principals to struggling schools was still light on specifics Tuesday, in 
terms of how the "highly effective" staffers would be identified and how much the bonuses would be. Also 
during the legislative session, Martinez will propose a bill to evaluate teachers based largely on their students' 
growth on test scores. 

Ellen Bernstein, president of the Albuquerque Teachers Federation, was critical of that part of the proposal. 

Bernstein pointed to research showing teachers choose their schools based largely on working conditions like 
autonomy and the quality of the principal, not salary. 

'There's no research that says bonuses move teachers and make them stay in a school," Bernstein said. 
Martinez's plan breaks down to these amounts: 

$4.3 million to schools that receive a D or F grade, specifically for hiring instructional coaches and offering other 
services such as tutoring. 

$1.25 million to the 25 highest-performing schools statewide, which would each get $50,000 to spend as they 
choose. 

$500,000 in bonuses for high-quality teachers to work in struggling schools. 
$400,000 in bonuses for high-quality principals to work in struggling schools.
